It appears siuce 
the death of Coombs that his stealiiii^ 
propensities liavo long been known 
ameu^; '.li.s [i;u jsliionurs. He had great 
love of boulcs. When ho came across 
aifXQyr and especially desirable book 
ha„cquld not keep his hands from 
it. He stole right and loft among his 
parishioners. He could hardly ever 
get out to make a pastoral call without 
coiuinittiiig a thofL. H:i w,is woU 
known among all the leading booksel- 
lers, who had issued standing orders 
to the clerks not to molest him. He 
was only walidiod closely, and l)ills 
fioiit for the bjiiks that lie pocketed. 
ThfiHC l)iils v nro always paid or the 
bookb ruLiirnc'l. iio ustd to acruiUly 
buy a good many books, but be hard- 
ly ever made a purchase that he did 
not steal one or more books to ta! e 
along with ids purchases. His mania 
was a2:)parently incurable. Iu 
.everfthmg else, so far as was known, 

"he - wisis whait' a Christian minister 
should be. 

A week ago yostorday he w'ent into a 
new bookstore, kept by a young man 
by the up.mo of B.eall. Jieall did not 
know Coombs, and discovering that 
he had stolen oii3 of his books, can 

'"harcUy b^ blamod with following the 
clergyman Uy iho sidewalk and de- 
manding the pr-^perly back. Coi)iid)s 
said ho was a (■!L-r..;y man , and begged 
that ho should not l)e exposed. Jjoall 
only insisted U[)un hiiu idi'iitirying 
himself, and when this was done Ijeall 

„aJipwed Coombs to go. This was 
cliaritable, to say the least. A repor- 
ter of the ".Suudaj Herald" was a 
witness to the affair, and wrote up the 
item, suppressing names. This w.is 
proper enough. Tiio incidenL oc<;ured 
upon one of thr< m'>st public tliorough- 
farc:i of the city,';uid was just as; much 
the legitimate i)r.ij>erty of a uewsga- 
therer as if it luul in/i'ii the cas(! ni a

wiudt'W and st' den a luaf i>l' bread.

A Scone at tlio Cheslor Assizes. 



An occurrence' perhaps without a 
parallel was witnessed at tho recent 
close of tho Assizes at Chester, of 
which the "Mauchestor Cuardiau" 

gives the foUijwiiig account: 

"jMiiry Ijancasti'v, ".j, was indicted 
for tho in.'inslaughter of her husband, 
John Lancaster', at Birkenhead. Tho 
deceased luui long led the prisoner a 
wrcfc!i';d l;fe, luul on the bilh Sep- 
tciabei' In; c.uuu liome dniidc. and 
kicked over the meat v.hii'li slu; v.'as 
[ire[)arii)g for his dinner, lie then 
thrubhou her, and in a passion the 
prisoner throw at him a sharpening 
steel, and caused his death. The pri- 
soner was a hard- workin,g woman, and 
in spire of her husband's bnUal treat- 
ment of her liriil d'Uje licr best tomake 
his lionu' c'l'ut'urtaiiie. 'i'iie jiiry found 
the prisoiuT guilty. .Mr. Justice 
ilri-tt, atldre.'-siug tho prisoner, then 
. :ad:— •! beliuvo tluit if 1 thought it 
light to af:i a<'cordi p.';- 1.' yonr own 
ieelii;L;s I should s;;y n c.hi'.!!.r aliout 
this unhappy liusband o; yours. As 
far as I can se j you wein a ri'spccta- 
ble, hard-working, well- behaved wife, 
and I feel bound to say a greater brute 
than your husband was I have seldom 
heard of. There are circumstances in 
tiie depositions even \vnrse than those 
which have been brought forward. 
They show that, even on the very last 
daj- you were togtither, you were do- 
ing all you could to make his home 
comfortable and to make hiin liapjiv. 
A\'itha brutality winch made nievlmd- 
der when I read it, lie cnst away that 
wliich you luul prepared for him. He 
has been beating and ill-ticating yon 
for months, probably for years, uud it 
is nothing but the tenderness and for- 
giveness of the woman and wife which 
prevented you from having him pun- 
i.shed for crimes bo committed against you 
time uftor time. It is only when ho ha.s 
driven you to desperation by ill-treat- 
ing you the whole day, an 1 1 dare say 
was on the point of ill-tr(>ating you 
again, tli.at yon. in a moment, of jLas- 
siou,took ni> a formidable weapon and 
threw it at him, I believe, without tho 
intention of striking liim. It did 
strike him, and you imniediately ran 
for assistance, and did .".li you coukl j 
to save him. All the rev.l right iu this j 
case was on y<iur si le -n.ll the i'".il j 
wrong on your husband's; and Co 1 
forbid that I should punish you. I 
will be uo party to it. It will not even 
make this judgment complete. I will 
■ not allow it to l)e said by anyi)ody that 
you are a convicted felon — (hear, here) 
— for a coviction is not complete until 
a sentence is passed, and f mean no 
sentance at all. (Loud cheering. which 
for some time the officials of tljo Court 
vainly endeavoured to suppress.) I 
shall merely ask you to enter, into 
your own recognisanci.'S to como u]) 
for judgment if callc'd ujjon, and no. 
body iu the world will call upon you 
-Cod forbid they ever should, (iie- 
newed cheering, during which the pri- 
.soner left the dock.)"

Tho tirst of those wIiorg injurie.s 
were found to bo lieyoiul liuiiKiii a.^.iis- 
tanco was Mr. Cicsiir, of J'jgham, who, 
despite the efforts of the mcdical aicn, 
■uccumbed at seven in tho evening 
from internal injuries. His daughter, 
a girl four \ cars of age, still survives, 
ami has been joined by her mother, 
who arrivoil tiy railway ycsterd.iy 
morning, Of tho nuiueroua cases at 
the luhriuary, wo may lueutioa that 
one gentleman had an arm pxilled out 
of the sock'ct, and was vltv s(!ri(nisly 
injured in the head ami f.ico. .VI- 
tlio'jgh ainjiiitatiou was iircc^sary , lio , 
Vv'itli a ilisin!erestodiir-ss which alfords 
a noble example rcriuested tho sur- 
geons to attend to sumo of those who 
were worso than himfe^lf. The opera- 
tion was evciitiially porforiiied ,and tie 
siill'erer lies in a [irce'arious state'. ()f 
the six at the Inlii-iiiai-y whose injuries 
preveiiti.'d idcntiticatiuu when adinitl- 
od, one, Mr. G. Ward, of Wolverhumj.- 
ton, has since recovered oousoiousneas 
and his friends have been communi- 
cated with. He is ])ro;,'i'cssiiig favour- 
ably. I'lio guard of the fatal train, 
John Price, an old and faithful sei- 
vaiitoftlio ('oinpiiiiy, IS among the 
sullVrers at the lulinuai;v. 

The bodies of the four parpoias, who 
died while on tho way to Oxford aro 
now lyiug at tho next sl'ition, 

It has transpired that a lali.uiriiig 
man, as the Irani wliic'n umL tlie acci- 
dent passed liini,.s:LW hi iiiiethiiig'' living 
into the air higlier than the tulugraph 
wires, some two or thi^eo miles from 
Hampton Gay, and on picking it up 
discovered that it was nporiioii of tho 
tire of a wluud, wliicii, it is pre.sunu-d, 
was the origin of the ili;;.i,-.t.'r. 

Of the 1(' siilTercrs in the Oxford In- 
firmary thirteen aro in the accident 
ward, live in tho Bagot ward, four in 
tho South ward (woiuony, fivo in tho 
Northward, iiinoinllio Lielilinhl wai'il 
(women), and seven in tlio Marl- 
iioroiigli ward.wliilo I'our cliild n'li ,two 
ol whom aro unhurt and are nni-!ainied 
at jit'esent, arc in the infants' ward.

tho sufl'erers have boon able to leave 
for their homes, one or two of them 
belonging to Oxford. Up to 11 o'clock 
last night there were 31 dead. 

Wo have received from one of tho 
I survivors the following narrative of 
the accident. 

Tlioro waa an oscillating movement 
very sudden, and railway wire seemed 
to fall on tho glass of tho carriage on 
the left side, and wo caino to a deail 
stand. Wo opened tho window and 
looked out, and one of the passengers 
iu our carriage said there had been an 
accident. 

The scene that presented itself near 
us was most extraordinary. Our car- 
riage and two others behind ' it, and 
the luggage van, with our boxes for 
Warrington, all seoined to bo intact. 
We who were thus miruculovisly pro- 
served gathered round each other on 
the snow-clad groufid, terror-stricken 
at tho Rwful desolation before our 
eyes. A Miss Hubbard was ono of the 
lirst injured persons whom wo saw. 
Next a mother and father and two lit- 
tle boys were got out of ono of tho 
crushed carriagos, apjiarently unin- 
jured, but, becoming much alarmed, I 
wont forward, leaving my dau^^liter in 
charge of Miss Hubbai'd, and as I 
walked forward was lionificd to see 
tho railway stroweU with broken cai'- 
riagos. I nerved myself to go for- 
ward, and tho scene became all but 
unliearable. Children and women in 
various forms of sufl'ering, their faces 
covered with blood. a7ul ]iitcoiislv 
moaning for liolp. An ollieer lay dy- 
ing nnd his month covered wilh blood. 
He had. boon kindly stretched iu the 
[losilioii mo.st easy for him. One child 
seemed in danger of clioK-ing from her 
own bonnet. I cleared her mouth 
amlvaised her head. A ladv and 
child imploringly asked to be " lifted 
up, but as soon as 1 took hold of her 
she shrieked in agony and implored a 
lady severely cut in tho forehead to sit 
by her, but tho other replied her kg 
was so severely injured tliaL slio could 
not sit down. Altogether, it was a 
scene of horror indoscribnble. 

One of the killed is Mr. Hariy Er- 
nest van Tromp, only son of Mr. and 
Mrs. B. H. van Tromp, of 21 Inverness 
'Terrace, Hyde I'ark.and Essex-street 
Strand, solicitor. Tho deceased was 
ou his way to Shrewsbury to .spend the 
Christmas holidays with "his undo. He 
WBS between 21 and 22 years of age, 
and was travelling in a first-class com- 
partment of a composite carriage, 
which was thrown oter tho bridge into 
the canal, Tho body is much bruised 
and the face cut iu several places, but 
it is supposed that death wan almost 
instantaneoHB, Ho was quite dead 
when extricated from the water. His 
parents lirst knew of their only child's 
sad fate on Christinas morhing on 
reading the account of tliO accident in 
tliR new.jpfipci'H, when they at once 
started for the scene of the accident 
nnd identified their son,
